Gettysburg!ans, Mr. Scharf reported, 
have visited the Pennsylvania build­ 
ing where the exhibit is located and 
have returned here with praise for 
the type of display representing this 
community. The Chamber was told 
the only cost in sending the Civil 
war relics to New York was for 
transportation, which amounted to 
only $4 29 The relics were loaned for 
the display by Gettysburgians and 
Adams count tans.

The members 
were told that only 3,300 folders re­ 
main from an order of 10,000 bought 
early this year. 
The supply is ex­ 
pected to be exhausted before the 
end of the year. 
About half of the 10.000 folders 
were bought by the Rotary and 
Lions clubs of Gettysburg for dis­ 
tribution at their conventions 
The 
Rotan ans used theirs in May to 
publicize the district conference held 
here and the Lions plan to take 
their folders to Pittsburgh for dis­ 
tribution at the national convention 


of the organization in July.

Number of Beer Licensees 
To Be Reduced Here in 1940 


If the dry forces of Gettysburg fall 
in their attem pt to prohibit the sale 
of alcoholic beverages in the bor­ 
ough at the November elections G et­ 
tysburg will lose a t least nine beer 
licenses after next February I. 
A new state law, signed by Gov­ 
ernor James, limits the number of 
businesses selling beer to one for 
every one thousand population 
Un­ 
der this regulation Gettysburg will 
be entitled to six licenses.

tim e 
there 
are 
fourteen 
places selling beer within the bor­ 
ough limits. 
There has been some agitation 
among the anti-dry forces in G et­ 
tysburg to reduce the number of 
licensees here but the liquor control 
board was without authority until 
the present bill was passed 
The new 
law does not affect those holding 
licenses now but becomes effective 
with the issuance of new permits 
next February I.

A coroner’s jury Monday night 
split responsibility for a fatal acci­ 
dent between the pedestrian and 
driver of the automobile involved. 
The jury reached its decision in 
the accident in which Paul R. Myers, 
78. formerly of East Berlin R. 3, was 
fatally injured while crossing West 
M arket street, York, on the night of 
May 14. 
Myers, who was the father of Ross 
Myers, of Gettysburg, died eight days 
later at the West Side sanitarium 
in York of a coronary thrombosis. 
Jacob M. Smyser. of York, the 
driver of the car th at struck the vic­ 
tim, 
was guilty of “contributory 
negligence,” the jury held. 
The jury decided: “* * * The testi­ 
mony of witnesses indicated that 
there was gross negligence upon the 
part of the deceased as well as con­ 
tributory negligence on the part of 
the driver in causing the fatal acci­ 
dent.” 
Swerved to Avoid Hitting Man 
Smyser, in telling his story from 
the witness stand, said he was trav­ 
eling east, on M arket street a t a 
speed not exceeding 20 miles an hour 
when suddenly he saw Myers walk in 
front of his car, 
Smyser told how he swerved his 
car to the left in a vain attem pt to 
avoid hitting the man, but th a t the 
pedestrian also took a step in the 
same direction and the accident oc­ 
curred. 
The driver's account of the crash 
was corroborated by Clarence Rich­ 
ey, of York, an occupant of Sm yser’s 
car. 
Officers Testify 
Principal witness in the case was 
Officer John H. Dodson, of West 
York, who testified th at he was trav­ 
eling in the same line of traffic sev­ 
eral cars behind Sm yser’s car, and 
th a t in three blocks Smyser cut in 
and out of the line of traffic three 
times 
While Smyser claimed th at Myers 
suddenly loomed up directly in the 
path of his car, the borough police 
chief testified that* Myers was stan d ­ 
ing in the center of the street car 
tracks when he was struck. 
Dodson was driving an automobile, 
himself and told the jury th a t pre­ 
vious to the accident he had planned 
to overtake Smyser and warn him 
of his asserted reckless driving, but 
th at he did not do so because he did 
not want to pull out of the line of 
traffic and possibly create a hazard. 
B W Sweigart, a York constable, 
who happened to be in the vicinity, 
testified th at he saw Smyser sud­ 
denly pull out of the line of traffic 
and strike Myers. 
Other Witnesses 
Lloyd Myers, of York, another son 
of the victim, and Miss Marie Neg ­ 
ley. Hillcroft, another eye witness, 
also testified. The victim, who once 
lived at East Berlin R. D. 3, was re­ 
siding in York at the son’s home for 
some tim e before the accident. 
District Attorney John E Brenne- 
man. of York county, exam ined the 
witnesses. 
Coroner Zech's jury was composed 
of Curtis Thomas. Charles Schlosser, 
Joseph Harding, A rthur G 
Frey, 
John Lam bert and K. S Mummert. 
which deliberated an hour and three- 
quarters before reaching a decision. 
The inquest was held in court room 
No. 2 in the York court house. 
Sffiyser was presented for reckless 
driving following the crash. 
Officer 
Dodson preferred the charge before 
Justice of the Peace .Jacob Gross, 
West York. Smyser waived hearing 
for court.

Governor James Monday signed 
an act of the 1939 legislature, ex­ 
tending the motor licensing period 
in 1940 and subsequent years from 
January I to April I. 
Motor clubs long have advocated 
the extension, to free automobile 
owners of the additional expense of 
having to buy license tags during 
the Christmas season, and 
at a 
time just before local taxes fall 
due. 
Financial advisors to the governor, 
however, aren’t so sure of the bene­ 
fits of the legislation at this par­ 
ticular time. 
They predict the commonwealth 
will have to issue another $20,000,- 
000 in short-term tax anticipation 
notes to finance relief and other 
expenditures of state government 
during the autumn 
Before the motor bill passed, they 
had expected to borrow up to that 
amount from the motor fund, and 
repay it later when tax collections 
accelerate in the general fund. 
Tile motor fund is reserved for 
road construction and repairs, col­ 
lection of fuel and motor license 
taxes, and policing of the highways. 


W ith an extension in the licensing 
period, the budget bureau expects 
to find an insufficient cash balance 
in the motor fund at the end of 
the year to perm it a transfer to 
the general fund.
